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Changes to protect 
East Sub-Area

Final text changes were agreed 
upon at the combined planning and 
zoning board meeting regarding 
annexation and annexation agree- 
ments to protect the sensitive East 
Sub-Area, and presented to the 
Board of Directors of the Village of 
Antioch at its regular meeting. 

These changes were accepted in 
a unanimous vote by the village 
board. There will be no lot size varia- 
tions within PUDs (Planned Unit 
Development), in the East Sub-Area. 

The new text reads, "The East 
Sub-Area is defined as that territory 
situated east of Deep Lake Rd. It 
includes some of the most environ- 
mentally sensitive land in north- 
central Lake County, Therefore, all 

■ annexation agreements for East Sub- *• 

Area parcels annexed after May 1, 
2000 shall include a requirement that ; 
specifies the same density or intensi- 



ty of development as that indicated 
in the comprehensive plan in 
existence or in effect at the time of 
the petition to annex, and as- 
approved by ordinance and recorded 
with Lake County." 

Bob Silhah, director of planning, 
zoning and building for the Village of 
Antioch; said, "I think this meets the 
intent of enforcing the comprehen- 
sive plan." 

During discussion, Silhan 
explained that he worded the text so 
that it would lock in what the land 
use shows in the plan for the East 
Sub-Area while remaining flexible in 
other less sensitive areas of the 
village. "That way, in other areas/we 
could let people come in at one-acre 
lots," said Silhan. 

"I don't think it's right in other 
categories," said Silhan. "But, estate 
should remain estate. The puq>ose is 
to try to keep in line the comprehen- 
sive plan, especially where we've had 
problems in; the East Sub-Area."

After much discussion about 
stipulations that should be attached 
to the petition, the members of the 
combined planning . and zoning 
board of the Village of Antioch voted 
to recommend the proposal put forth 
by Cedar Developers of Lake Villa. 

The proposal calls for. two build- 
ings of townhomes to be built on the 
property currently owned by Albert 
Christensen at 639 Main St. One 
building would house six 
townhomes, and the other would 
house five.- 

The recommendation was 
brought to the regular, meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Village of 
Antioch. The trustees voted to table 
any decisions until the Aug. 21 
meeting after determining that there 



may be issues with the subdivision as 
the petitioner is not seeking a condo- 
minium development, but 
townhomes where the owner would 
own everything from the ground 
underneath the unit to the rooftop. 

Additionally, a variation was 
sought for a width reduction that 
would allow for the- two buildings 
instead of one. 

The developer had revised initial 
plans after correspondence with Bob 
Silhan, director of planning, zoning 
and building for Antioch. 

Dennis Biedron, director of 
development for Cedar Developers, 
said, "We do have a new site plan 
drawn up after 1 received Mr. Silhan's 
letter, and we did include some of the 
things he commented on." 

One mandatory stipulation is the 
widening of the road the townhomes 
would face. Silhan said, "I need to 



indicate, and I'm sorry to do this -at 
the 11th hour, but we may need to 
have the road widened by 2 feet to 
accommodate the fire department" 

Other concerns included 
whether the additional parking 
spaces would be ample, whether the 
buildings' close proximity to the train 
tracks would be problematic, and 
whether Cedar Developers, the 
contract purchaser, should be able to 
rent the units if the economy were to 
rum sour. 

Village attorney Ken Clark was 
not opposed to allowing individual 
unit owners rent units, but was clear 
that he had problems with allowing 
the developer to rent them. 

He said, "This is really an issue. 
We don't want to be told these are 
townhouses, and then they are apart-

The Internet Training Studio, located 
in downtown Antioch, defines tech- 
nochallenged as "one who seeks the 
knowledge required to use technolo- 
gy for personal and/or professional growth 
and success." 

The training studio offers a wide variety of 
two-hour classes offering everything from an 
e-mail skill building class to an Internet mar- 
keting class. 

Paul Pachmayer runs the operation. He is 
an eBay expert and successfully operates 
three e-commerce web sites, 

"We teach what we do," said Pachmayer. 
"We are in the top 180,000 web sites out of all 
the billions of sites out there. There is no oth- 
er Internet training studio." 

Newbie Net 101 is offered for those who 
have never been on-line. "The goal is to get 
people not to look like newbies. Though we 
review some of the common techno-babble, . 
we don't present the information we offer in 
techno-babble." 

Topics covered in this class include the 



established protocol for how the World Wide 
Web works, how to effectively use search en- 
gines, what is involved in downloading off of 
the Internet, what viruses are and how to pro- 
tect against them, as well as a dash of Win- 
dows 101 to aid in using browser software. 

Pachmayer said, "People often don't even 
know what questions to ask, and they don't 
realize what their options are. We help them." 

The "How 2 eBay", class isone of the fa- 
vorites. "You can make a lot of money selling 
stuff on-line and it's easy to do," mentioned 
Pachmayer. 

The e-mail skill-building workshop teach- 
es business owners and employees how to be 
effective in their e-mail correspondences. 
"There is professional etiquette, and there are 
right ways and wrong ways of doing things," 
Pachmayer commented. 

There is class offered for individuals who 
have interest in becoming Internet entrepre- 
neurs. It provides the necessary information 
beginning with choosing what types of ser- 
vices to provide and then moves on from the 
basics of creating a web site to business types, 
accounting and finances. 

Participants in this class receive an Inter- 



net business start-up kit containing a CD- 
ROM filled with resources and images, and 
two books "Becoming Intimate with the Inter : 
net" and "Getting Down to Business." 

Pachmayer added, "Everyone who takes 
one of our classes will go home with lots of 
good stuff.. We provide all sorts of materials 
and cheat sheets, as well as various books." 

The Internet Training Studio's web page 
(www.technochallenged.com) has answers ' 
for many of the questions frequently asked by 
those considering enrolling in one or more of 
the classes. 

One of the big questions is "Whatif I am 
not sure which seminar or workshop is best 
for me?" Some basic guidelines are offered as 
well as full course descriptions. Beyond that, 
Pachmayer is willing to field phone calls and 
e-mail notes. 

Seminars are available in the evening and 
on weekends.-Private one-on-one tutoring is 
available. 

"It's estimated that $10 million worth of 
sales will take place on the (Internet) this year. 
I think that is a very conservative estimate," 
said Pachmayer. "The technology is amazing, 
if people would just explore it a little bit."

With the paving of the brick walk 
leading to the wetlands of the 
William EBrook Memorial Wetland 
and Entertainment Center, that por- 
tion of the memorial is ready for vis- 
itors and nearly complete- 
Ted Axton, chairman of the 
board for First National Bank Em- 
ployee-Owned (FNBEO), said, "The 
people of the community anted up 
$50,000 for the wetland project by 
purchasing the bricks to be used in 
the walk. The prices ranged from $50 
for a 4-by-8 inch brick to $750 for 24- 
by-24 inch bricks." 

He explained that the bricks are 
all different sizes and colors with 
names and some with company lo- 
gos on them. 

"The bricks are first etched, and 



at etched area is sandblasted , 
and back filled with an epoxy to both 
preserve the brick and to accent the 
design. Some of the use color epoxy 
instead of black adding to the look," 
Axton clarified. 

The finishing touch will be the 
32 informational standards signs 
identifying and defining different 
features of the wetland. , 

Dale Lambert, a college student 
working for community develop- 
ment director Claude LeMere, is in 
charge of writing the verbiage for the 
signs. 

Lambert said, "Our goal is to get 
the main plant and animal species 
listed oh the signs as well as provid- 
ing tidbits of information about the 
park." 

Lambert takes the technical def- 
inition for a wetland and phrases it 
in simple terms. For one sign he 




wrote, "In more understandable lan- 
guage, wedands are areas where the 
frequent and prolonged presence of 
water at or near the soil surface dri- 
. ves the natural eco-systerri, meaning 
the kind of soils that form, the plants 
that grow and the fish and/or wildlife 
communities that use the habitat.' 
■ Swamps, marshes and bogs are the 
most common types of wetlands." 

The signage will also define and 
point out invasive species. Accord- 
ing to. Lambert, there are four main 
varieties of invasive plant species. 
They are purple loosestrife, garlic 
mustard, reed canary grass and Eu- 
ropean buckthorn. 

He said, "We are doing every- 
thing we can to insure that these 
plants are kept under control." Pic- 
tures will be included so visitors can 
leam which plants are harmful to 
this environment

The combined planning and zon- 
ing board recommended fee changes 
for zoning variations, special uses, 
amendments and planned develop- 
ments to the board of directors of the 
Village of Antioch.

Silhan explained the .importance 
of setting up the fee structure so that 
escrow accounts have sufficient funds 
for big projects wi thout making it im- 



possible for the individual homeown- 
er seeking a small variance. 

"I want to make the escrow ac- 
count reasonable, which is difficult 
to do," said Silhan. In doing so, he 
said, "I've tried to hit the average of 
other communities so that we're not 
too low and we're hot too high." 

One point for the board to con- ■ 
sider was what to charge in the event 
a petitioner wants a special meeting 
held to expedite a project 

Planning and zoning board 
member Nancy Binder said, "If peti- 
tioners want a special meeting; then 
they should be willing to pay for 
these meetings. It shouldn't cost the 
residents because 300 people want 
to come to us with petitions." 

Board member Tom Baba sug- 
gested, "Regularly scheduled (meet-' 
ing) dates should be for new busi- 
ness." 

Clark added, "I don't see why we 
have to be in a hurry. Developers are 
always in a hurry, but I don't think 
you (the board) should have to be."

Due to investigative efforts in the case, 
Kukis surrendered himself at the Antioch Po- 
lice DepL His statements and the case were re- 
viewed by the Lake County State's Attorney's 
Office.

Kernan was served with the warrant and 
taken into custody at his residence by Sherif- 
fs deputies working the case.

ments. I see a lot of litigation, and a lot of over- 
lapping leases." 

George Sachs, attorney for the developer 
responded, "I understand your comfort level. 
Can we ask for one year in case there is a 
crunch?" 

Clark countered, "Can I tell you my main 
concern? How are you going to warn people 
about the whistle blowing when a train goes 
past?...I foresee owners coming in here and 
asking how we could do this to them." 

Compromises agreed to were that the de- 
veloper would have a clear warning about the 
trains (including information about current 
state statute about whistle blowing at each in- 



tersection and me decibel level at which they 
sound) in the sales contracts of the units, and 
that the covenants of the development would 
limit the number of cars allowed per unit. 

The combined planning and zoning board 
agreed that the developer could rent units for 
one year if the economy warranted, and that all 
11 purchasers at arms length could rent the 
units. Board member Nancy Binder recom- 
mended that the set a limit of rental unit per 
building. 

Silhan's report concluded, "I have no ob- 
jection to the plan, particularly since this is a 
better plan, and the previous plan {submitted 
by Christensen) was accepted."

Funding approved for Metra line 



The fiscal year 2001 Transportation Ap- 
propriations Bill passed by the U.S. House, 
of Representatives includes $35 million in 
funding for Chicagoland Metra projects. In- 
cluded in that sum is funding for the North 
Central Line double tracking project that 
runs from Franklin Park through Cook and 
Lake Counties to Antioch. 

"This bill will facilitate the double 
tracking a portion of Metra's North Central 
Line through northern Cook and Central 
Lake counties, enabling 22 commuter 
trains a day to serve many of Chicago's 
northwest suburbs — plus Chicago's 
O'Hare Airport-instead of the current 10," 
Congressman Philip M. Crane (R-Palatine) 
said in a floor statement on passage of the 
bill. 

The $35 million in funding will be used 
for the expansion of three Metra rail lines 
through areas that are experiencing un- 
precedented growth in the Chicagoland re- 
gion including the North Central Line. 

Since the initiation of service on the 
North Central Line in 1996, the line has 
experienced huge increases in ridership 
according to Metra. Between 1997 and 
1998", ridership increased by almost 27 



percent, the greatest increase on the Me- 
tra system. 

Included in the capital improvement pro- 
ject to provide the North "central Line expand- 
ed service are: 

• Twenty-six miles of new main line 
track on the Wisconsin Central route be- 
tween the O'Hare Transfer Station and 
Mundelein; 

• Twelve miles of track, signal and sta- 
tion upgrades on the Milwaukee-West line 
between Franklin Park and Union Station 
in Chicago; 

.• Four new stations at Franklin Park, 
Schiller Park, Rosemont and Grayslake, plus a 
transfer station at Deval Junction and 4,500 
new parking spaces at proposed and existing 
stations;: 

•Expansion of the Antioch.arid .Western 
Ave. rail yards; and <""'."' 

• One new train set (locomotive and coach- 
es). ■ , ' -.

Central Line is expected to be used for station 
construction and track arid sij^al .work; .The

"Sometimes it's unclear whether a medical 
condition causes the accident or is a result of 
it," Clark said referring to heart attacks. 

The 55 Alive courses are generally taught 
seven times a year. Though not officially 
scheduled, the next class should take place in 
October.

It was easily a day which over 5,000 fans of 
all ages will probably never forget 

That's because a man who needs no intro- 
duction to even the most casual sports fan was 
playing a three-hole exhibition round on July 
18 with three of the LPGA's best players: Nan- 
cy Lopez, Laura Davies and Michelle McGann.

"I'm a hack," Jordan then replied. 
' As he approached the tee, the former Bulls 
superstar tipped his cap to the fans and pre- 
pared to tee off. 

The chatter was loud among the thousands 
of kids that surrounded the tee as course offi- 
cials were hard pressed to pacify the over zeal- 
ous crowd. 

Jordan's drive on the par-3, 150-yard sec- 
ond hole looked good off the tee but unfortu- 
nately came to rest on the frog hair just right of 
the green. Meanwhile, the three ladies' tee 
shots were considerably closer to the hole. 

That was the story of the exhibition but it 
didn't matter how Jordan did. All that mattered 
was that the fans had a good time. 

"It's terrific what they're doing for the ju- 
niors," said Jane H. Sims, a volunteer from Ft 
Lauderdale, Fla. who was working in the USGA 
junior tent "The first three days are definitely 
geared for the kids." 

Many perks were available for juniors 17- 
and-under including: free, admission with a 
paid adult throughout the week, a hat, a hot 
dog, chips and a soda. There was also a scav- 
enger hunt with goodie bags as prizes. Free 
one-year Junior USGA memberships were also 
available. 

When all was said and done, Jordan didn't 
fare well on the course butstill appeared to be 
in good spirits as he addressed the media after- 
wards, as chants of "Jordan! Jordan!" echoed 
from outside the media center 

"It's embarrassing to know that the kids 
want. a 300-yard drive," said Jordan. "Even 
though the kids can't tell, I'm nervous out there 
as well." 

But, as usual, Jordan was thankful to the 
fans that turned out for Junior Day. 

"It shows that the fans have come out to 
support the game and the cause," said Jordan.

Now it was the of- 
fense's turn as the Lightning, down 3-2, had 
one last chance in the bottom of the sixth in- 
ning.

The 
ballroom took the entire second floor'of a 
building running a complete city block from 
140th to 141st Streets. And still, the Savoy had 
to turn away at times as many as 25,000 peo- 
ple an evening. 

Swing maintained its popularity through- 
out the 1930s, reaching its peak in 1937. The 
classic big band sounds of artists like Chick 
Webb, the Benny Goodman Band and the 
Count Basie Orchestras filled the.dance halls. 
The patrons would feed off the great music, 
trying to hold their ground and keep up with 
the ever-changing, fast tempos. 

Swinging made dance fans out of every- 
one for over ten years, until public taste shift- 
ed and the Latin Invasion began. The Rumba, 
the Salsa and the Meringue took the place of 
' the famed Lindy Hop and its high flying aeri- 
als.

it laid dormant in America's dance histo- 
ry until the early nineties. Bands that started 
the trend performing punk (The Ramones) 
and then ska (Mighty, Mighty Bosstones) laid 
the foundation for later bands to experiment 
with the excitement and energy found in 
swing. The Brian Setzer Orchestra and Cherry 
Poppin' Daddies are just two bands who have 
gained fame from the re-emergence of swing. 

Clubs boasting live Big Band music where 
people can come and swing have sprung up 
all over the country. Magazines are published 
for the whole nostalgic aspect and countless 
web sites appear after typing in "swing," 
showing the way to the clubs offering the best 
Big Band beat. The Gap clothing stores even 
caught the trend with its catchy khaki swing- 
ing commercials. 

Keller explained that she begins by teach- 
ing the lindy Swing, which is a fairly simple 
four-count step. After the class has mastered 
the step, she will move on to what she calls 
the triple-count swing. This is very similar to a 
polka. She teaches the Lindy Hop and the Jit- 
terbug only after these two steps. 

"The Lindy Hop is an eight-count step 
that has more pizzazz than the Lindy Swing. It 
will take the eight steps and fit it into a four- 
count beat," Keller said. "It's done by people 
who have really mastered the basic swing."

"Every one can do this," she said. "It's 
also great for a lot of people who don't have 
partners because it's very easy to match peo- 
ple up. We always have a' lot of fun. Dance 
brings people together no matter what the 
age and the swing class is wide open for 
everyone. I'll get teens on up to 70-year-olds. 
Swinging is mental and physical exercise." 

Keller just began a swing session for die 
Wildwood Park District. She states that in the 
summer, she'll teach a four-week block fol- 
lowed by another four-week block with a 
break in-between. In the winter, sessions will 
nin the straight eight weeks. 

"With swing you never have to do what 
the other dancers are doing," she said. 

After the basics are learned, very often the 
dancers become carried away in the music . 
and begin improvising all on their own. 

"An important thing is that you have to 
develop a good lead," Keller added. "I always 
tell the ladies that might know a litUe more 
than the fellas to help him along with more 
creative moves. Just start with your right and 
follow his lead. He's the one in charge. And I 



always tell the guys to be genUe 
taking the partner where to go. It's very 
similar to driving a car. You have to tell it . 
where to go." 

Keller has only taught two couples aerials 
in her career. Aerials—flips, dips, throws and 
leaps— might be what swing dancing is best 
known for, but the steps are dangerous and 
must be done by athletic, capable individuals. 

"They started doing them on their own 
during class sol cautioned them on the dan- 
gers and began working with them after class 
with proper equipment," she said. "The one 
couple had a girl that knew gymnastics and 
the guy did karate. They were very agile. I 
wouldn't be teaching aerials to everyone. You 
need to teach those who are ready and have 
the proper equipment. I'm only a one-gal 
vShow with no spotters." 

Keller always encourages her class to find 
places to practice their dancing techniques. 
However, places to swing in Lake County 
might be difficult to find. She explained that 
some of her students travel an hour or more ■ 
to find good spots. She added that the best ' 
place to check for listings is the Internet. 

"Dancing is a thing that wilt never die. 
Swing may fade away a bit, but there's still go- 
ing to be people out there doing it," Keller 
said.

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Throughout human his- 
tory many cultures have 
looked to the heavens and 
pondered their place in the 
cosmos. One such culture, 
the Skidi Band of the Pawnee 
Native American Nation pat- 
terned their lives on the ob- 
servations they.made of the 
earth and celestial phenom- 
ena.

Federal settlement 
funds county tobacco 
prevention program

The Lake County Health Depart- 
ment/Community Health Center. is 
doing its part, to promote a clean, 
healthy environment by trying to 
douse the flicker that entices individ- 
uals to use tobacco products. 

A one-year program dubbed "To- 
bacco Free Lake County" has 
emerged as a result of the historical 
federal tobacco settlement of 1997. 
Lake County received a $467,000 
grant from the $9 billion scheduled to 
be allocated to Illinois over a 25-year 
span. 

According to the department's 
communication manager, Leslie Pi- 
otrowski, the grant will be used to 
help prevent tobacco use, assist. to- 
bacco users to quit, and reduce the 
effects of second-hand smoke. The 
funds ranked third in pay T outs 
among five surrounding counties, 
with Cook County nettingthe highest 
grant. All of the grants are for one- 
year programs, but each county will 
have the opportunity to apply for ad- 
ditional funding year after year. 

"We are very excited to receive 
this grant," stated Dale Galassie, Ex- 
ecutive Director for the health de- 



partment "It gives us the opportuni- 
ty to do something on a grand scale 
that can have real impact" 

In conjunction with the grant, the 
health department gave its blessing 
for the adoption of a countywide 
youth tobacco ordinance. The ordi- 
nance, initiated by the Lake County 
FIGHTING BACK Coalition Council,

problem chUdren. 

"The program has three components," said 
Ed Gonwa, Administrative Agent for the pro- 
gram. "We look at addressing behavior, acade- 
mics and the transition of the student going 
back into the regular school system." 

Their funding for the program comes from 
a Safe School grant from the Illinois State Board 
of Education. 

"What the school board can do is use this 
as an alternative way of schooling and then 
they will hold. the expulsion order," Gonwa 
said. "After the school board agrees to it, both 
the student and parent must agree." 

Gonwa outlined three requirements the 
children must meet in the program. 

"They must attend on a regular basis," he 
said.'Theyhave to participate. And, they have to 
behave." 

Presently, there are two schools the children 
may attend — one in Round Lake and one in 
Zion. 

Paula Beineman is the Director for the Pro- 
gram in Round Lake where they handle be- 
tween 15-20 children. 

"The primary difference between a typical 
school and ours is that we have a much small- 
er setting," Beineman said. "We're more indi- 
vidual and personally oriented. We also provide 
a lot of support for our students that they oth- 
erwise wouldn't be exposed to." 

Among other services, the students have 
access to drug and alcohol counseling and so- 
cial workers. 

The ROE Alternative Program was sanc- 
tioned by the State of Illinois and was a response 
to concerns about violence in the schools. 

Beineman said that helping the kids in the 
program all depends on their own attitude. 

"Some of them are resistant and we have to 
let them go," she said. "But sometimes they'll 
come back and be completely different. The big 
determent is the student's reasonable choice." 

She also stated that this past year their at- 
tendance has been at 92 percent. 

Students who enter the program may be 
there for anywhere between one quarter to a 
year and a half. 



"It all depends on the needs of the stu- 
dent," Beineman said. 

In Round Lake, the students attend the 
RoundLake AreaAltemative Education Build- 
ing and the bussing is provided by the individ- 
ual district the child is from. 

Beineman said they plan to have more 
students next year.

will have to be further approved by the Lake 
County Board's Health and Human Services 
Committee before it moves on to the full coun- 
ty board. 

"We are looking for uniformity throughout 
Lake County," stressed Round Lake Park Police 
Chief Bruce Johnson. "We want children to 
know there is a consistent ordinance wherever 
they go in the county." 

A major portion of the tobacco-free pro- 
gram will be Tobacco Use Prevention Pro- 
gramming within area schools. The existing 
program will be joined by new programs and 
includes the addition of tobacco use preven- 
tion and cessation activities. 

Training will also be provided to the coun- 
ty's medical and dental industry as well as the 
health department's own providers and clients 
including Family Planning, WIC, Prenatal, and 
Pediatrics. 

Piotrowski cited results from an Illinois 
County Behavioral Risk Factor survey that stat- 
ed 10 percent of all infant deaths result from to- 
bacco use during pregnancy. 

As of 1997, there were approximately 
74,000 smokers in Lake County, accounting for 
18 percent of the population. 

"Smoking is the single, most preventable 
cause of disease and death," stated Piotrowski. 

She noted that Lake County will be work- 
ing in conjunction with Cook County and 
fringe counties of the Chicago area to develop 
a regional tobacco use prevention media cam- 
paign. Modes to be used include billboards; 
posters, newspaper ads and movie screen ads.

ON MORTGAGES

HOMEOWNERS ASSOCIATIONS 
CAN REQUIRE DUES 



When you live where there is a 
condominium or homeowners asso- 
ciation, you are responsible for pay- 
ing the dues. This week The Meyers 
Report talks to an attorney to 
answer a reader's question about the 
legalities of association assessments. 

-Q. My husband purchased a 
home in 1993. He was never 
informed about an association 
and never received any billing. 
Vanguard originally managed and 
now Willianisdn Management of 
Palatine lias taken over. Williamson 
is trying to collect back payments. 
They want us to pay $375 for the 
last six years ($5 per month and late 
fees). We liave been instructed by 
our lawyer to just pay the $375 or 
we will fuive to go to court. We can- 
not afford this. The charges now 
are up to $673 and they want to put 
a lien on our house. Wftat do you 
suggest we do? 

A. When you live in a condo- 
minium apartment or town house, 
you are subject to the rules and reg- 
ulations of the condominium asso- 
ciation or the homeowners associa- 
tion, if you live in a development of 
single family homes, said Steven 
Moltz, a Chicago attorney who spe- 
cializes in real estate matters. 

You also are responsible for pay- 
ing assessments for common 
expenses which are incurred by die 
association. Since the dues are only 
$5 per month, Moltz believes your 



husband bought a single family 
home in a subdivision. Before he 
purchased that home, the devel- 
oper recorded a Declaration of 
Convcnants, Conditions and 
Restrictions of Record, which 
includes the rules that govern the 
subdivision and gives the associa- 
tion the power to levy assess- 
ments and liens on any property 
when dues are not paid. 

Although your husband does 
not remember being informed 
about the association, he probably 
was notified in several different 
ways, Moltz said. He should have 
received a letter at the closing, 
which told him that the assess- 
ments for the property were $5 per 
month and that they were paid 
current through the day of the 
closing. His title commitment 
should have included the informa- 
tion that he was taking title sub- 
ject to the Declaration. Have him 
check his title commitment and if 
this is not the case, then he should 
consult an attorney. 

Even if the management compa- 
ny did not properly bill your hus- 
band, this would not release him 
from the obligation to pay the asso- 
ciation dues. 

"The best solution would be to 
pay the dues now, rather than have 
the association incur more expens- 
es and you will owe more later," 
Moltz said.

Sienkiewicz and his passenger were thrown from the motor- 
cycle, each receiving serious head injuries. 

Jaruga was taken, in critical condition, to Lutheran General 
Hospital in Park Ridge by Flight For Life. At 9:45 p.m., the pas- 
senger died from the injuries sustained in the crash. 

Board approves Rte. 120 bypass 

Grayslake — "It is important for us to say that we support 
only one improvement," Mayor Pat Carey of Grayslake said , 
bringing an old topic— traffic— back for discussion. 

In May of 1999 the village signed a resolution supporting 
either a Rte. 120 extension or a Rte. 120 by-pass. After spending 
a year reviewing the two options, IDOT had recommended that 
the by-pass is the best option. When the board voted on that 



resolution a year ago, it was a close 4-3 vote. 

Carey felt that the board needed to make a unanimous de- 
cision, the discussion centered around the technical word- 
ing of the resolution. Trustee Cheryl Doras said that she had 
a problem with the 160-fobt minimum width of the road. 

Doros.explained that she wants the least negative impact 
on the environment and residents. What was finally decid- 
ed was to add that the village would support a pavement 
width of no more than 160 feet. The board voted unani- 
mously for this advisory resolution. 

Dist. 128 considering Brainerd's future 

libertyville— Libertyville and Vemon Hills Dist. 128 offi- 
cials are continuing to explore several options for the use of 
die Brainerd Building, including the possibility of renting it 
to Cook Memorial Library. 

According to school officials, library board president Doug 
Hansmann has asked about the possibility of exploring such 
an idea. Earlier this year, Dist 128 formed the Brainerd sub- 
committee in order to study the feasibility of making repairs 
and to make recommendations to the board about potential 
uses for the site. 

But according to DisL 128 business manager Yasmine 
Dada, at this point the discussions are only in the prelimi- 
nary stages. 

"Our intent is obviously to do what's best for the students 
of District 128," Dada added. .

EMTs took the man to Condell Medical Center in Liber- 
tyville. The man was dehydrated and suffering from heat ex- 
haustion, but otherwise unhurt.

Flood plain OR 
for construction 



Approval for a church to expand in a flood plain put the spot- 
light on a technique that is gaining acceptance for construc- 
tion in fiood proneareas.The technique is to construct a 
crawl space that allows flood waters to "enter" the structure 
without causing harm or damage. When the flood waters recede, the 
water simply drains out of the crawl space. 

This system will allow Gurnee Community Church, where sand- 
bags were placed only a few weeks ago to ward off the rampaging Des 
Plaines River, to nearly double its space. The more than 100-year-old 
church situated on Old Grand Ave. near the river will add a new sanc- 
tuary, a small chapel, some classrooms and more offices, a project . 
that would have been rejected formerly because of the threat of fre- 
quent flooding. 

Lake County building officials have approved the flood water stor- 
age system to allow flood plain residential construction for several 
years when a hardship case can be made. The church approval comes 
as a high profile endorsement of the technique diat is not unlike stilt 
homes in the Florida Keys and Gulf Coast areas that are built to with- 
stand high tides produced by hurricanes. 



East-west link

gets attention 

Chalk up a bellringer for the county! Approval by the Lake 
County Board for an extension of Rollins Rd. is recognition 
that modernizing east-west thoroughfares is key to upgrad- 
ing local highway transportation. 

Rollins is a major north county link, running between unincorpo- 
rated Gumee on the east to Fox Lake on the west. In between, the 
county-maintained roadway has become a sort of "main street" for 
the Round Lake area due to commerical development. 

The $4.8 million improvement will eliminate a pronounced "Z' 
traffic pattern that ties up rush hour motorists in the vicinity of Rte. 45 
and Grand Ave. Besides knotting up motorists, all the twisting and 
turning traffic produces accidents, 91 in all during the past three 
years. The improvement, due to take place in 2003, amounts to a dou- 
ble win for drivers— cutting gridlock and aiding highway safety. 

The Lake County Division of Transportation is also eliminating a 
dangerous S-curve in the Ingleside area. Both improvements required 
the buy-out of homes in the path of roadway relocation. Early in the 
1990's the county rerouted a portion of west Rollins to eliminate a 
dangerous intersection in GrantTownship. 

So the county definitely has the message that east-west corridors 
deserve priority. One wonders how state officials would have handled 
Rollins problems if they had jurisdiction. Probably discounted them 
for lack of traffic count. Or said they'll get to the Rollins needs after 
building another north-south tollway in Lake County.

Safety question: 
Better or 




Do you feel safe? Safe 
enough to leave your 
doors unlocked when you 
go to bed at night? 

Believe it or not, there are places 
in Lake County where folks don't feel 
it necessary to lock everything tight- 
ly before turning in for the night. 

More likely, though, you're prob- 
ably among the cautious house- 
holders who turn the key and set the 
dead bolt. The extra cautious acti- 
vate their alarm system and make 
sure security lights are working. It's 
that kind of world we're living in to- 
day. 

Household safety came into 
conversation not long ago with re- 
lease of the latest crime statistics 
showing that major crime dropped 
4.5 percent in Lake County. Crime 
reports were based on 1999 figures. 

Like the stock market, crime sta- 
tistics are extremely sensitive to in- 
terpretation. Still, a trend is a trend. 
An Illinois State Police spokesman 
was moved to observe, "We're living 
in safer times." 

State Police figures showed 
North Chicago enjoyed the biggest 
county drop in crimes per 1,000 resi- 
dents, 24 percent. In contrast, Lake 
Forest and Higliland Park showed 
the largest increase, 31 and 27 per- 
cent respectively. 

Year to year comparisons are 
open to all sorts of blip factors. A 
fairer question to ask would be is the 
town safer than it was five years ago? 
Ten years ago? That's the question 
we asked and this is what we found 
out: 

Gurnee Police Chief Bob Jones 
achieved a decline by concentrating 
more police in known problem ar- 
eas. Score a point for increased safe- 
ty 

Rather than look at one-year 
statistical snapshots, Mundelein Po- 
lice Chief Ray Rose prefers to look 
long term. On that basis, Mundelein 
is safer today. Rose considers a 
healthy economy a major factor in 
crime reduction. People can buy 
things, he says, instead of taking 
them. 

Fox Lake Police Chief Ed Gerret- 
sen took the latest figures with a 
grain of salt, pointing out that rapid 
population growth has distorted 
some crime classifications. Fox Lake 
generally benefited from the latest 
crime report, but Gerretsen already 
is bracing for a 100 percent increase 
next year in homicides. One homi- 
cide has been recorded so far this 
year after a clean slate last year. 
He's cautious about interpretations. 

While he is pleased with a 14 
percent drop, Grayslake Police Chief 
Larry Herzog realistically pointed 
out that a one year snap shot doesn't 
constitute a trend. Crime tends to be 
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cyclical, he observed. In the subur- 
ban area, Herzog pointed out, "a lot 
of what goes on is pure chance." 

Historic golf 

Tom Adams is turning back the 
docRa 100 years to stage a unique 
political golf outing. Adams, running 
hard for Lake County recorder of 
deeds, is rounding up players for 
Tuesday, Aug. 8, for an outing at the 
historic Lake Zurich Golf Club, 
opened in 1896 and considered the 
oldest in the midwest. The nine-hole 
layout has 30 members, who enjoy 
tradition more than modern ameni- 
ties. The course, regarded as Lake 
County's best kept golfing secret, has 
only nine holes. Tab for the Adams 
affair is $175 per person, probably a 
wee bit more than the cost of golf a 
century ago. 

Learn Arabic 

Dr. Assad Busool is certain that 
he'll have enough students to oper- 
ate two 16-week courses in Arabic 
this fall at College of Lake County. 
Besides the cultural interest, Busool 
feels the courses will benefit county 
residents in banking and companies 
that do business with Middle East 
nations.

' Just when we word wranglers 
think we have rounded up the 
American language, here comes 
another dictionary with a whole' 
new herd of words. 

The 1999 edition of the huge 
Random House Webster's New Col- 
lege Dictionary is due out next 
month with hundreds of new 
words and slangy expressions ap- 
pearing for the first time along with 
the more than 200,000 previous en- 
tries. 

The words mentioned above 
are among the new ones entering 
our lingo. A dot-com, of course, is a 
company doing business on the In- 
ternet; a zettabyte is One sextiilion 
bytes of computer media space; 
24-7 stands for 24 hours a day, sev- 
en days a week. 

My bad means "whoops;" 
Mcjob is the kind of low-paying 
work offered at fast-food restau- 
rants; a mouse potato is a person 
who spends too much leisure 
time at the computer; a senior 
moment is a brief lapse in memo- 
ry; and eye candy is an attractive . 
person of limited merit like the 
kind of model appearing on the 
arm of a Donald Trump. (Such a 
"Barbie Doll" also is called arm 
candy.) 

Eight years ago when one of 
Random House's competitors, the 
American Heritage dictionary, was 
updated the new expressions in- 
cluded "ear candy," meaning light; 
pleasing music. 

Other new words added to 
dictionaries after the 1980s were 
caller ID, channel surfing, dis, 
trophy wife, soccer mom and 
wannabe. 

Having spent a lifetime 
. wrestling with words, I find it fasci- 
nating to see how each decade be- 
comes represented in the various 
dictionaries. 
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In the 1940s came atom bomb, 
baby-sit, barf, bikini, cheeseburger, 
snorkel, and goofball — old, familiar 
words now but actually brand-new 
back then. 

The 1950s brought us aero- 
space, brainstorming, beatnik, 
Bermuda shorts, hash browns and ; 
junk mail. 

In the 1960s came area code, 
Brownie points, dooms, disco, - 
hippie, jet lag, and instant re- 
play. 

The 1970s? Airhead, bean 
counter, junk food, infomercial, 
and space cadet (a flaky, lighthead- . 
ed person). : 

Richard Lederer, an authority 
on the subject, says, "Words are 
living, changing reflections of hu- 
man attitudes. As long as we hu- 
man beings remain alive, we shall 
shape, stretch and re-create our 
language. 

"Where English lacks words to 
describe something," he says", "a 
word or phrase is soon created (for 
example, Utopia, ivory tower, herd, 
soundbite)." 

In his book, "Crazy English," 
Lederer notes that only hi our 
mixed-up tongue can we say, "Put 
on your shoes and socks (a difficult 
maneuver since most of us put on 
our socks first and then our 
shoes.)" 

In what other language do peo- 
ple drive in a parkway and park in 
a driveway? In what other language 
can your nose run and your feet 
smell? 

Foreigners trying to under- 
stand English must think we are 
language lunatics. How can they 
comprehend us when we say 
someone was born with a silver 
spoon in his mouth, or that it's 
raining cats and dogs? 
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and the press had been instrumen- 
tal in booting some of the most irre- 
sponsible governmental ideas into 
oblivion. 

Today, public meetings and 
round table discussions provide the 
necessary forums in getting issues 
on the table from behind closed 
doors. 

The latest major environmental 
issue to pop up is peaker power 
plants. Many objections to these 
plants include receiving air permits 
from the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency to operate these un- 
regulated, private enterprises, v 

In May, the McHenry County 
board initiated a moratorium on 
these unregulated plants until rules 
and regulations are written into the 
county ordinances. The Lake County 
Board addressed the issue in its new 
Unified Development ordinance. 

After questioning Governor 
Ryan about the unregulated peaker 
plants at his roundtable sessions 
this spring, the Governor was also ■ 
asked to place a moratorium on 
peaker plants by a small army of 
grassroot citizens for similar rea- 
sons. Their request had been de- 
nied; it seems his hands were tied.

Baby boomers 
are growing up 

MATURE MARKETING: 

First of Two Parts 

I've watched smart marketers create for- 
tunes by following the life cycle of the 
baby boomer generation. Boomers are 
the first generation bom after World War 
II. Officially they span the years from 1946 to 
1964. 

They are growing older, maturing and 
hitting their peak earning years. They are a 
unique generation. For example, they are 
more likely to have dependent children living 
at home than families during the Great De- 
pression. More than six million of them are 
already grandparents, while others are giving 
birth to their firstborns. 

They are still strong individualists with an 
inward focus. They are skeptical of, and still re- 
ject most authority. They are highly educated 
and own more computers per capita than any 
other group. They love to spend, use great 
amounts of credit and are a marketer's dream. 

Savvy companies have been reaping the 
profits from their sheer numbers for more 
than five decades. It began in the 1940s and 
1950s as baby furniture, formula and toy 
manufacturers hit full production. In the 
1950s and 1960s booming industries includ- 
ed rock and roll records, muscle cars — and 
automobiles in general — and illegal drugs. 
They overcrowded colleges and universities 
in the 1960s and 1970s and drove up the price 
of housing in the 1970s and 1980s. They be- 
gan the technology boom in the 1980s and 
are still driving it today. Collectively no gener- 
ation has had more marketing clout. 

It's a numbers game 

Consider this: The number of adults 35 
years old or less declined by more than 8 mil- 
lion between 1990 and 2000. In the same time 
period, adults older than 50 increased by 
more than 12 million. One third of the U. S. 
population will be 50 or older by 2010. 

If you were marketing successfully to a 
50-plus audience in the 1990s, you're going to 
love the next 20 years. Based solely on popu- 
lation growth trends, if you maintain your 
market share, you could see sales increases of 
30 to 50 percent. 

On the other hand, if your products and 
services are aimed at young adults, a good 
portion of your market is aging away. You 
may expect flat or declining sales. 

What's a marketer to do? 

If I were building a company today, I'd still 
bet on the boomers. Though Generation X and 
Yare both emerging and interesting future 
markets, the boomers are going to offer fantas- 
tic potential for the next two or three decades. 

The question may be "what will they be 
buying?" I'm not certain I can answer this 
question with complete accuracy because of 
all of the variables involved, i.e. the economy, 
global unrest, politics, etc. However, there are 
some conclusions we can draw. Let's begin 
this process by examining some growth areas 
where we can already see trends emerging. 

Medical. Boomers are rebelling against the 
aging process. They'll spend big on health food, 
exercise, cosmetic surgery and preventive med- 
icine. They plan to enjoy their older years. 

Technology. They started with black and 
white TV's then moved to video games. Now 
they're surfing the Internet while talking oh 
their cell phones as they check their palm-top 
computers fore-mail. 

Education. Though they're a highly edu- 
cated generation, many boomers are still 
learning. They're getting MBA's, Ph.D.'s and 
specialized training. This trend will continue 
as long as they're healthy and can learn. 

Luxury spending. Boomers are good 
spenders. As they enter their peak earning 
years, look for booms in high-end items like 
motorcycles, cars, homes and technology. 
Show them the value, they'll spend the money.

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Food safety tips from the Illinois Poison Center 



Taking some simple precautions when 
preparing and presenting your meals can 
save you for embarrassment — and discom- 
fort from food poisoning. "We encourage safe 
food handling to prevent food poisonings, 
many of which are caused by spoiled or inad- 
equately cooked foods," said Charlotte Zia, 
education coordinator for the Illinois Poison 
Center (IPC). 

Last year, the IPC, which offers free poi- 
son prevention treatment and advice via a 
statewide hotline, 1-800-942-5969, handled 
66,894 poisoning cases, including more than 
2,700 food poisoning exposures. 

According to Zia, there are certain foods 
that can cause problems, including inade- 
quately cooked poultry or meat; raw egg; 
foods that contain dairy products or home- 
made mayonnaise, such as dips and salads; 
raw seafood and improperly stored foods (hot 
or cold dishes). 

"To avoid problems, look for recipes that 
use cooked eggs, rather than raw, for such 
dishes as hollandaise sauce and chocolate 
mousse," advices Zia. "Using an egg substi- 
tute is another good alternative, since these 
products are pasteurized. Many commercial 
food products contain pasteurized eggs and 
require no cooking." 

Symptoms of food poisoning vary but are 
often similar to the flu. They include 
headache, nausea, vomiting, diarrhea and 
fever. Those persons at highest risk from food 
poisoning are the elderly, the very young, 
pregnant women and people who already are 
seriously ill or have weakened immune sys- 
tems. The IPC offers these tips for safe food 
handling: 

Wash your hands thoroughly before 
preparing any food and after handling raw 
meat, poultry, fish or eggs. If you have a cold 



or any other infectious illness, try to avoid 
handling foods, to reduce the risk of contami- 
nation. If that is not possible, wash your 
hands frequently, using soap and hot water 
for at least 20 seconds, especially after blow- 
ing your nose, using the toilet or changing a 
child's diaper. 

Keep food clean. Wash fruits and vegeta- 
bles. Store raw food beneath cooked food in 
the refrigerator, so that the raw food cannot 
drip onto cooked food and contaminate it. 
Thawing meat, fish or poultry on the counter 
is not safe. Here are some safe alternatives for 
thawing: 

•Place the frozen food into the refrigera- 
tor and it will thaw within 24 hours. 

•Place meat, poultry or fish into ah air- 
tight plastic bag, submerge the bag in cold 
water and change the water often to keep it 
cold. 

•Use the microwave, following its recom- 
mended directions for thawing. Food thawed 
in the microwave must be cooked immedi- 
ately. 

Wash and disinfect counter and utensils 
before and after preparing foods. Use sepa- 
rate cutting boards for foods — one for meats, 
poultry and fish; another for brands and veg- 
etables, Cleaning and disinfecting die surface 
is more important than whether the cutting 
board is made of wood or acrylic. Any cutting 
board that has a knife-scarred surface should 
be discarded, because bacteria can lodge in 
the indentations. Rinse the cutting board with 
detergent soap and hot water immediately af- 
ter use. Or, even better, wash acrylic cutting 
boards in the dishwasher or use a solution of 
one tablespoon of bleach to one gallon of coal 
water to kill many of the bacteria that can 
cause food poisoning. Other methods for 
killing the germs on cutting boards include 



spraying boards with a mist of vinegar, than a 
mist of hydrogen peroxide; or heating wood 
cutting boards in the microwave oven. 

Cook food adequately. Rare meats pre- 
sent a higher risk of having unhealthy levels of 
bacteria. Cooking meats to the recommend 
internal temperature kills bacteria. Use a 
cooking thermometer to check meat and* 
poultry temperatures. 

Serve food as soon as possible. Set out 
only a portion of the food prepared, using, 
small serving dishes. Maintain the rest of the 
food at the appropriate temperature — keep- 
ing hot food hot, and cold food cold. Food left 
sitting out at temperatures between 40 and 
140 degrees Fahrenheit is in the "danger 
zone" for bacteria growth and possible food 
poisoning. 

Put food away no more than two hours - 
after a meal or buffet. If the odor or color of 
any food is poor or questionable, do not eat it 
— throw it out. To help cool foods faster, di- 
vide leftovers into small containers, rather 
than refrigerating them in a larger dish. Most 
leftovers should be eaten within three to four., 
days or frozen. . 

Incidents of food poisonings increase 
during holidays, as more people host parties 
and set out food for their guests and in the 
summertime when warm temperatures cause 
food to spoil more quickly. . 

If you suspect that food poisoning has oc- 
curred, call your doctor or the IPC, at 1-800- 
942-5969, for care recommendations. Drink 
plenty of clear fluids, such as water or a sports 
drink (not milk), to replace fluids being lost 
through the symptoms of food poisoning. 
You need to allow your body to rid itself of the 
bacteria in your system. The IPC advices per- 
sons with food poisoning not to use over-the- 
counter medicines to stop diarrhea. 
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Dear Dr. Donohiic: May I ask 
you to furnish some infor- 
mation on myasthenia 
gravis? I have this problem. 
Information would be help- 
ful for me.— F.S. 

ANSWER: Muscles contract 
when nerves send a chemical 
across the small gap between 
nerve and muscle The chemical 
is acetylcholine, muscles have 
docking sites for acetylcholine. 
Those sites are called receptors. 

Myasthenia erects a block- 
ade around the muscle's dock- 
ing sites. Acetylcholine cannot 
activate the muscle. It becomes 
weak and contracts feebly. 

Droopy eyelids are a hall- 
mark of myasthenia. So is dou- 
ble vision. Myasthenia destroys 
the coordinated muscle action 
necessary for two eyes to form a 
single image. 

Throat-muscle weakness 
makes swallowing a daunting 
task. Thigh-muscle weakness 
turns stair climbing into a formi- 
dable challenge. Arm-muscle 
weakness can be so profound 
that it is difficult to comb the hair. 

There are many good drugs 
that can control myasthenia. 
Mestinon increase the amount 
of acetylcholine and brings 
about strong muscle contrac- 
tions. There are many other ef- 
fective medicines. 

Removing the thymus gland 
restores strength to some with 
myasthenia. The thymus is in 
tlie middle of the upper chest. It 
is a gland of intrigue. However, 
in myasthenia, it seems to pro- 
gram the immune system to be- 
gin an attack on muscle recep- 
tors, leaving them unable to re- 
spond to acetylcholine. Without 
a thymus gland, the immune 
system stops its unwarranted at- 
tack on muscle receptors. 

This is a superficial treat- 
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ment of a complex illness. No 
one with myasthenia needs to 
be in the dark. The Myasthenia 
Gravis Foundation supplies 
people with simple, clear infor- 
mation and provides them with 
the support they need. Their 
number is (BOO) 541-5454. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I'd like 
■ to tell you about our daugh- 
ter. After the birth of her 
son, she began to have 
spells where she would pass 
out. She was told it was 
stress. She continued to 
have problems for 12 years. 

Finally, after another spell, 
she was taken to the emergency 
room and was diagnosed as ■ 
haying the long QT syndrome. 
She had a defibrillator installed 
and has been fine. 

Tell people about this. It's 
hereditary. Her 11 -year-old, her 
aunt and a cousin have it. — 
M.W. 

ANSWER: When the time 
between a Q wave and a T wave 
is longer than normal, danger- 
ous — even deadly — heartbeats 
can arise. Your daughter's faint- 
ing spells were episodes of an 
abnormally beating heart. 

Once the condition is recog- 
nized, it no longer poses a 
threat. Sometimes medicines 
are prescribed to keep the heart 
from slipping into abnormal 
beats. 

You're right The long QT 
interval syndrome runs in fami- 
lies. All family members ought 
to have an EKG.

DearF.Z., 

I guess the old proverbial "apple falling 
from the tree" thing really is as true as I tell 
everyone it is. Before you get mad at all the 
adults working at your camp, remember that 
this is the new century and it is a time for us 
all to be softer and more kind and embrace 
delinquent behavior so we can make it much 
worse! Of course I am being sarcastic here. I 
share your frustration with the other adults in 
charge at your camp. It seems to me that the 
whole adult world has gone nuts sometimes, 



with regard to reacting to bad behavior. 

This child has obviously learned bad be- 
havior from parents and has been ingratiated 
for that behavior at home. Now, your col- 
leagues are unfortunately doing the same 
horrible thing at camp. This kid's biggest 
problem is going to be never learning any dif- 
ferent behavior than the stuff he is exhibiting.

The best thing for this kid would be some 
strong consequences. I would think your 
camp would have some rules of decorum that 
everyone needs to follow and when not fol- 
lowed, the child is dismissed or some other 
consequence happens regardless of how loud 
the parents scream. If there is, if it were me, I 
would start following that process and docu- 



menting everything I did according to policy, 
I would also recommend that these parents 
wake up and smell the proverbial coffee.

Q: 1 read your column weekly and thought 1 would ask for some 
advice. As an owner of a small company based in Lake County, 1 
have run Into problem employees from time to lime. The prob- 
lems vary from tardiness, low production, extended breaks and 
excessive time off. While; some of these employees may be "key"' 
people to my operation, It has been brought to my attention (hat 
sooner or later I may have to make some changes and rid myself 
of these problems to Increase the production and moral of Ihe 
other employees. I know that there Is no easy way to let an 
employee go, but I would like some tips on how to make it go as 
smooth as possible. Thank you in advance for your time, 
(via c-mall)-Mundelcin 

A: Your question was one that has been raised many times by 
employers such as yourself concerned about keeping unproduc- 
tive employees. Issues that most often come up arc concerning 
productivity, attitudes or work quality. I will tell you what I tell 
(hem. If you continue to employ problem employees, you are 
doing a disservice to your business. You depend on teamwork, but 
keep In mind that the team Is like a chain, and will only be as 
strong as the weakest link. If other employees sec the weak link as 
a role model, they may follow, weakening the chain further. Dy 
eliminating the problem link, you can seriously Increase perfor- 
mance. Never terminate an employee who has no Idea that he or 
she Is doing something wrong. Documentation Is your next step. 
You must sit down and outline per Individual what the problems 
arc so that you may present this to them. In regard to those key 
employees, who I am assuming are with you Tor some lime, I 
would sit (hem down and explain what you expect from here on, 
allowing them some time to correct Ihe situations outlined (o 
them. A more recently hired employee should be allowed a short- 
er probationary period to straighten his or herself out. I' would 
have the employee sign In acknowledgement that you are expect- 
ing the situation to reverse Itself within a given period of time (hat 
you will decide, but should also be documented on the paper that 
you hand them. If the employee should refuse to sign the form, 
you should bring In a witness (o verify that the Issues have been 
presented to Ihe Individual. Have the witness sign Ihe farm 
acknowledging the individual has seen and been made aware. If a 
situation In the given time docs not seem to improve you can start 
verbal and written warnings that make changing their particular 
issues mandatory and no longer an option. Many employers have 
a 90 day conditional period when hiring on new employees. I sug- 
gest If you do not, that you may institute (hat. During (lie 90 days, 
you should be able to sec any poor work habits, below overage 
skills, or attitudes. If you come to decide thai you will be termi- 
nating an employee, do not put It off. Slick to your decision and 
be prepared. Have the employees final paycheck ready Tor him or 
her. Tills should also include any vacation pay if applicable. If (he 
employee Is Insured through your company, have all Information 
on the Cobra Insurance given to them at the point of termination. 
You should have a list prepared of any and all company Items 
such as keys, uniforms, equipment (hat must be turned In. Havca 
termination letter or form that explains the reason for termina- 
tion. I have always felt It best to have a witness present al the 
point of termination such as the direct supervisor or a manager. 
Tiring employees may have legal risks, therefore don't hesitate to 
consult your counsel. Hope this helps.
